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Russia Menaces Italy 
At Piracy Conference 

CARTAGENA, Spain. UP) 
Spanish government gunners 
today believed they had sunk 
an unidentified submarine off 
the coast near this govern¬ 
ment - held Mediterranean 
port. 

Shore batteries opened 
heavy fire when the subma¬ 
rine appeared. Later a large 
amount of oil was seen float¬ 
ing on the surface. Boats 
were sent out from Canta- 
gena to investigate and raise 
the craft if it can be found. 

Shore batteries also fired 
at another submarine in the 
same vicinity, but there were 
no indications a hit had been 
made.

My idea is to acquiie and 
develop a sizeable park in the 
south pait of town. This park 


should be at least 10 acres in size, 
big enough to attract people and 
give them plenty of room. 

"I favor locating a park in the 
southern part of town because the 
central and northern part of the 
city already has the municipal 
bowl. Jack Fisher park, Birch 
park and the new Santiago creek 
park. We al.so need a good au¬ 
ditorium in the southern part of 
the city. 

EASY TO REACH 

"We must take the children into 
consideration. We must locate 
a park ea.sy of access for them 
where they can romp and play, 
swim and have wholesome fun in 
healthy outdoor activities. 

"I would rather see the money 
put into a big park than to scat¬ 
ter small recreational areas over 
the city. Supervision costs too 
much if parks are scattered. A 
big park could be financed over 
a period of years, without an ex¬ 
penditure of too much money all 
at once.” 


China Gains as Shell 
Endangers Marines 

SHANGHAI, (m — Japan’s 
streamlined war machine struck 
at stubborn Chinese defenders' on 
all fronts today, placing Ameri¬ 
cans and other foreigners in seri¬ 
ous danger from the spreading 
hostilities. 

The new assault found China's 
armies holding virtually the .same 
positions as when Shanghai war¬ 
fare started Aug. 13. 

United States marines guarding 
the northern boundary of the in¬ 
ternational settlement were an- 
<langered when a Japanese shell 
fragment ploughed into the heart 
of the barricades. 

Shrapnel sprayed the interna¬ 
tional settlement, causing a num¬ 
ber of civilian casualties. 

High explosives rained down on 
the Whangpoo, Shanghai’s outlet 
to t..e mighty Yangtze. One 
projectile narrowly missed a Brit¬ 
ish destroyer. Another whizzed 
over the French flag.ship anchored 
across from Shanghai at Pootung.

UP)—Soviet Russia’s 
foreign commissar warned a nine 
nation Mediterranean conference 
today that his country ‘‘‘must and 
will take Its own measures” 
against submarine pirates in that 
sea. 

This was interpreted as a threat 
of reprisals against Italy. 

In an impassioned address not 
long after the nine powers vet to 
adopt a collective means of stop¬ 
ping attacks on neutral vessels, 
Maxim Litvinoff, of the So-vdet 
union, cried: 

"The Soviet government cannot 
allow anyone to destroy its state 
property!” 

He linked these words with a 
thinly veiled accusation of Italy 
as a "pirate government.” 

MAY ACT ALONE 

Everyone, he said, knew who 
he was talking about. 

Then Litvinoff brought into the 
open his warning that Russia will 
act, alone if necessary, to stop 
the pirate submarines. 

She already has accused Italy 
directly of sinking two of her 
ships. 

The Soviet foreign commissar 
did say Russia was ready to take 
part in collective measures against 
the pirates; that she was confident 
the measures would be "effective 
and immediate.” 

But he served notice: "The 
Soviet union cannot remain in¬ 
active in the hope that its legiti¬ 
mate right way, perhaps, be de¬ 
fended by other states or by tui 
international organization!” 

After he had spoken, Anthony 
Eden, the British foreign secre¬ 
tary arose to express regret that

Young Cummins, who said he 
had started to the Pacific Coast 
with Ely but halted at Salt Lake 
City when they both found jobs, 
said he was giving up his job and 
coming home. 

"I shan’t disturb the grave,” 
said Mrs. Cummins. "It’s some 
mother’s son, and I’ll never be 
sorry for providing him a decent 
burial.” 


WASHINGTON. (A*)—A disclo¬ 
sure that the justice department 
already is investigating reported 
Nazi activities in the United 
States followed fresh demands to¬ 
day for a congressional Inquiry. 

J, Edgar Hoover, chief of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
now on a Pacific coast tour, said 
Attorney General Cummings or¬ 
dered an investigation six weeks 
ago and it was begun at once. 

"We expect to make an extend¬ 
ed report on the Nazi matter, but 
I can’t say when we will be ready 
to give this report to the attorney 
general,” Hoover said. “It will be 
several weeks because we are go¬ 
ing into this matter very thor¬ 
oughly.” 

Two senators joined in propos¬ 
ing a congressional inquiry. Sen¬ 
ator Burke (D., Neb.) said he 
would introduce a resolution pro¬ 
posing one Immediately upon re¬ 
convening of congress. Senator 
Borah (R., Ida.) expressed the 
opinion an investigation was war¬ 
ranted. 

“There isn’t any doubt of the 
fact that such organization (of 
groups advocating Nazi principles) 
is going on in this country,” Borah 
said. "But to what extent I do

The court order was obtained by 
190 teachers elected by the retiring 
school board last March for the 
1937-’38 school term, but who 
have not been certified by the pres¬ 
ent board. Schools were to have 
opened Sept. 7.

War polls being conducted along 
the Pacific coast from Santa Ana 
to Seattle indicated today an over¬ 
whelming majority of public senti¬ 
ment against risking war in the 
Orient by using American military 
forces against China or Japan in 
the current struggle. 

In Santa Ana the ratio rose to¬ 
day to nearly 8 to 1 against be¬ 
coming involved in the Shanghai 
battle. 

In Seattle, the nearest American 
port to the Orient, the percentage 
was practically 40 to 1 against 
risking a major war over the issue. 

At the same time the American 
Institute of Public Opinion, the poll 
which predicted accurately Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt’s landslide last No¬ 
vember, announced that its mighty 
machinery was being put into play 
throughout the United States in 
a straw ballot which will be simi¬ 
lar to that now being conducted 
by The Journal and other enter¬ 
prising West Coast newspapers.

Escapes Assassins

PROPAGANDA

HARRISBURG. III. (iPi —Saw- 
milling, a pioneer industry of this 
territory, has been revived because 
Kentucky's distilleries need whisky 
barrels. 

Landowners are shipping their 
white oak to two mills for from 
$5 to $10 a tree. One of the mills 
turns out staves and the other 
barrel heads. Nearly 80 men are 
employed at the two mills, which 
have a dally capacity of 10,000 
boards. 

The white oak which abounds 
in this section is a tall tree which 
requires about 100 years to ma¬ 
ture, but officials of the forest 
service say it is one of the "fast 
growing" hardwoods. The word 
resists water and is also used for 
shipbuilding and flooring. It is 
“Air-cured” about 90 days before 
it is shipped to the distilleries. 


Propagandizing the New Deal 
administration costs more than 
$250,000,000 a year, a Los Angeles 
newspaper charged today. 

Figures taken from the Brook¬ 
ings Institution and a recent in¬ 
quiry by Representative Kngle, 
showed an estimated $217,000,000 
a year spent on propaganda ex¬ 
clusive of salaries, with the re¬ 
mainder going to an admitted pub¬ 
licity army of 300 men and wom¬ 
en and another army of propa¬ 
ganda experts listed as administra¬ 
tive assistants, highway engineers, 
clerks and similar “subterfuges,” 
the newspaper said. 

The postoffice department was 
found to be losing $118,849,020 in 
free postage on propaganda, paper 
costs were figured at $24,232,601 
and printing costs at $74,371,422. 

Several administration heads, it 
was charged, have brought out 
books written by ghost writers on 
the public pay roll. Henry Wal¬ 
lace, Rexford Guy Tugwell, Harold 
Ickes and Harry L. Hopkins all 
have turned out several volumes. 

The WPA press section has been 
the most prolific in the administra¬ 
tion, the survey showed.

Claimed By Expert 

PASADENA. W)—Communities 
and water companies of this local- 
city had the warning of a water 
expert today that underground wa¬ 
ter supplies can be maintained 
only by reducing pumping by about 
one-third. 

Samuel B. Morris, water con¬ 
sultant and Stanford University 
faculty member, told representa¬ 
tives of 27 cities, water companies 
and other interested groups here 
yesterday that a serious situation 
confronts them due to continued 
overdraft of the underground wa¬ 
ter suppiy. 

"Since 1916, the ground water 
has continued to recede iintil lev¬ 
els have lowered an a\’erage of 
100 to l.oO feet," he said. "Deple¬ 
tion of storage already amounts to 
250,000 acre feet since that time. 

"Extractions have reached more 
than 33,000 acre feet per year, 
while the safe yield is 10,000 acre 
feet less. This overdraft on the 
Raymond basin cannot continue 
any more than can an individual 
safely withdraw continuously more 
money than he deposits in the

SAN FRANCISCO. >JF) — Oil 
drillers are filling: California’s 
crust full of holes at a more rap¬ 
id rate than in a decade. 

Already this year, more wells 
have been started than in any full 
year since 1929. Continuance of 
the present rate would easily set a 
new record. 

New wells started or planned 
since Jan. 1 totaled 1108 at the 
end of last week, which added 26 
to the list. 

Indications lately have been that 
the rate may slow down .some¬ 
what, especially since the Wilm¬ 
ington field rush has shown signs 
of abating. Last week .saw only 
seven new wells started at Wilm¬ 
ington. However, activity in the 
Santa Marla field has been rather 
brisk. Last week there were five 
new starts there. 

Employment in the oil field 
drilling forces is half again larg¬ 
er than a year ago. New discov¬ 
eries at Wilmington, Santa Maria, 
El Segundo, Greeley and to a less¬ 
er extent in a number of other 
fields have stimulated drilling. 

The Wilmington field, unheard 
of a year ago, now ranks fourth 
In state otuput, and is crowding 
the old Long Beach field for third 
place. Kettleman is first and the 
veteran Midway-Sunset area sec¬ 
ond in volume of output.

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Matter Ceases 
Absolute Zero 

ROCHESTER, N. Y.—(Special) 
Matter would vanish and cease to 
exist at absolute zero temperature 
according to evidence presented to 
the American Chemical society in 
its annual meeting here. 

Dr. A. Goetz of the California 
Institute of Technology, Pasadena, 
Calif., presented the evidence, ob¬ 
tained with X-rays of bismuth a 
few degrees above absolute zero, 
which is 459.6 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit. He said the X-rays 
"gave direct indication of the pres¬ 
ence of the zero point energy.” 
Zero point energy is the theoretical 
point at which all energy and all 
matter woulud cease to exist. 

No one has been able to calcu¬ 
late it exactly, but if it exists it 


to Exist at 


will be found close to absolute 
zero, according to physicists. 

Dr. H. T. Gerry of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
told of reducing carbon to the low¬ 
est temperature ever produced by 
man—446 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit. The carbon was froz¬ 
en by immersing it in liquid air, 
liquid hydrogen and liquid helium 
and then pumping off the absorbed 
liquid. 

It was found that in these ex¬ 
tremely low temperatures, lead, 
only a fair conductor of electricity, 
became a better conductor than 
copper, and so good that one im¬ 
pulse of electricity flowed through 
it indefinitely.

LOWELL, Mass, (American 
Wire)—A total of 1,250,000 pounds 
of wool have been cleaned by 
freezing since the method was in¬ 
vented by a Los Angeles mechanic 
on a picnic five years ago, the 
Lowell Textile institute reported 
today, 

Robert Greenleaf, the inventor, 
had been trying to invent a de¬ 
vice to remove California burrs 
from wooi. The burrs cling to the 
sheep as they browse. It was dif¬ 
ficult and expensive to remove 
them. 

During the picnic, Greenleaf 
opened some ice cream. He threw 
the dry ice that was keeping it 
cool into a wool blanket When 
he picked up the blanket to go 
home a little while later, twigs 
and leaves dropped off miraculous¬ 
ly. It gave him an idea. As soon 
as he could get to his laboratory 
he froze some wool. When he 
shook the frosted wool a few min¬ 
utes later the burrs dropped off. 

In the commercial process the 
wool is passed through conveyors 
in a room resembling a huge re¬ 
frigerator. The temperature is 
about 40 degrees below zero. 
About 1500 pounds of wool can be 
cleaned in an hour at a cost cf less 
than half a cent a pound. 


SOVIETS SEIZE 
JAPAN SHIP 

MOSCOW. iJP) — Reports from 
Khabarovsk, Siberia, said today 
that Soviet frontier authorities 
had detained the Japanese armed 
cutter Osaka Maru because it “an¬ 
chored in Soviet waters.”

India to Ship 75,000,000 
Pounds of Insect Coats 


BOMBAY, India. (American 
Wire)—More than 75.000,000 
pounds of certain insects’ discarded 
"overcoats” will be shipped out of 
India this year and sold up to a 
dollar a pound. 

Science has failed to discover 
how these bugs manufacture shel¬ 
lac, one of the most efficient wood 
preservatives. The best man can 
do is to produce substitutes. These 
insects, called laccifer lacca, are 
native to India, and it is here the 
world must come for its supply of 
natural substances to make shellac. 

The buaa secrete a resinous sub -1 


stance called lac, which serves as 
a protective coating or “overcoat” 
to the insects. When they discard 
these shells, natives gather them 
up and prepare the substance to be 
made into shellac. 

The sheila are ground up, 
strained and cooked in front of an 
open coke furnace. When the mass 
is molten, a native grasps it, and 
with his toes, teeth and hands 
stretches it into a thin sheet. When 
cooled and cured, the sheets are 
broken up into small sections and 
are ready to be shipped throughout 
the world for commerciiLl treat¬ 
ment.

Only City in State 
To Participate 

WASHINGTON. (JPt— Hou.sing 
officials of the Public Works Ad¬ 
ministration disclosed today they 
are studying legal questions in an 
effort to determine whether Los 
Angeles can participate in the 
$526,000,000 slum clearance and 
low-rent housing program. 

They said *hat although the rest 
of the state was "out of the pic¬ 
ture” becau.so Governor Merriam 
vetoed enabling legislation permit¬ 
ting statewide participation, IjOs 
A ngeles’ charter provisions might 
be broad enough to permit federal 
loans and grants to the city. 

Los Angeles, they explained, is 
one of 50 cities in the nation which 
have municipal housing authorities 
already set up and ready to func¬ 
tion under the Wagner housing 
act. 

They .said more local housing au¬ 
thorities are needed if the program 
is to become effective. 

Although 30 states have laws 
enabling them to participate in 
government loans and grants, only 
,50 cities have created housing au¬ 
thorities to manage iocal develop¬ 
ments, housing experts said. 

The federal program is ba.sed 
on local initiative in the low-rent 
hou.sing field and its effectiveness 
thus depends on the extent to 
which municipalities participate. 

Housing experts .said the experi¬ 
ence of the PWA has shown th<at a 
project usually is not ready for 
occupancy until about two years 
after plans are fir.st laid out. Find¬ 
ing a site, selecting the type of 
building best suited for local needs, 
and getting construction under 
way are time-con.suming Jobs, they 
explained. 

Officials predicted the United 
Slates housing authority would be 
organized and an administrator 
appointed soon after Secretary 
Icke.s and President Roosevelt re¬ 
turn to Washington next week. 
Ickes has "general supervision” of 
the new agency. 

Under the Wagner housing law, 
any local authority may seek a 
loan from the United States hous¬ 
ing authority to cover 90 per cent 
of the cost of a project. The other 
10 per cent miist be furnished by 
the city, either in money or land.

Praising the newspapers as the 
greatest influence on the Ameri¬ 
can individual, and condemning 
many of them for what he called 
mi.splaced emphasis, An.son Bush- 
nell, in charge of the Los Angeles 
office of the Christian Science 
Monitor, spoke to Lions club mem¬ 
bers yesterday afternoon. 

Truth in news and advertising 
was urged by Bushnell as the best 
answer to critics of the press. 

"There are too many 'scream- 
lines,' ” Bushnell said. "There is 
too much emphasis on the trivial. 
Just because it happens to be 
sensational.” 

He used as examples of 
"screamlines” headlines cut from 
Los Angeles papers, several of 
them pertaining to airplane 
crashes. 

"These things are not import¬ 
ant,” he said. "Our paper uses 
news of crime and disaster only so 
far as it is necessary to point out 
the need for improvement in con¬ 
ditions.” 

Metropolitan newspapers, he re¬ 
marked, are the worst offenders 
in sensationalism. Newspapers in 
.smailer cities, he added, are usual¬ 
ly fairer and more accurate in 
their treatment of news.

"CAN’T STAY OUT”

that be” in both countries. He is 
a brother of Guy Gilbert, former 
Rotary club president here.

"We can’t help it.” 

"We can't pull out of China. The 
game’s too big—we’re dealing with 
millions of dollars and thousands 
of American people. They were 
told we'd defend China’s open door 
policy. 

WAITING FOB BOATS 

"Now we’ve told them to get out. 
Most of them didn’t need to be 
told. Those people are in immi¬ 
nent personal danger, and they 
it. They are, figuratively, 
sitting on the docks waiting for 
boats to carry them to safety. But 
there aren’t enough boats. 

"Meanwhile our troops have to 
stand by. And when the Japanese 
pick a fight with our marines— 

which they’ll do sooner or later_ 

we can’t help getting into the war. 

"Japan wants to figth someone, 
and she would just as leave fight 
us. Maybe two or three ‘Maines’ 
or Lusitanias’ will have to be sunk 
to drag us In, but it’s likely to hap¬ 
pen sooner or later.”

WASHINGTON, D. C. (Amer¬ 
ican Wire)—The Bureau of Air 
Commerce has approved a new 
type of “de-icer” for airplane 
wings.

The Rev. A. C. Hansen of River¬ 
side addressed another large 
Townsend mass meeting in Santa 
Ana Birch park Wednesday eve¬ 
ning. He is a dynamic speaker. 
He began by comparing the power 
of the Christian gospel and the 
power of the Townsend plan. He 
voiced his confidence in both as 
possessing the needed leaven 
which, when working in conjunc¬ 
tion, would bring right conditions 
to the social order. The gospel 
of Christ, he said, would produce 
a rightness of man's spirit and 
the Townsend one a justice to eco¬ 
nomic practices. 

The speaker is a patriot. He be¬ 
lieves in fundamentals of true 
Americanism as do all informed 
Townsendites. He stressed the 
papriotism of the Townsend or¬ 
ganization. Pointing to the Amer¬ 
ican flag he said," If we stand 
true as we propose to do, to the 
principles which those stars and 
stripes stand for. then the Amer¬ 
ican people will not go far astray. 
The Townsend plan,” he shouted, 
"stands for the justice, liberty and | 
freedom which that flag stands 
for and we intend that those prin¬ 
ciples shall be perpetuated in 
American life." He eulogized Dr. 
Francis E. Townsend as the "peer¬ 
less and fearless American leader 
determined to see a greater justice 
realized by the nation's citizen." 
He pleaded for united and con¬ 
tinued loyalty to the doctor's 
leadership. 

Indirectly alluding to certain 
leaders who seek to turn the 
Townsend people from the Town¬ 
send founder's leadership the 
speaker quoted Scripture of the 
need to beware of false prophets 
who would seek to lead the Town¬ 
send movement to destruction. He 
told of their "pernicious ways and 
;hat while promising liberty they 
themselves are the servants of 
corruption" using the Bible quota¬ 
tion to illustrate his warning. 
Launching into the language of 
a minister he said," If we never 
follow a worse leader than Dr. 
Townsend we will all go with 
wings to Glory.” 

He told of the committee ap¬ 
pointed to investigate the Town¬ 
send plan and of the committee's 
final report and recommendation 
that a congressional ban be placed 
on such lobbying organizations as 
the Townsend one. He described 
such a program as the investiga¬ 
tion committee recommended to¬ 
ward American citizens as out¬ 
rageous, and in a fire of indigna¬ 
tion shouted. “There never will be 
a hell hot enough to endure that 
kind of program.” 

He pointed out the need of em¬ 
ployment for American youth and 
said the bettered conditions in 
business circles which would pre¬ 
vail because of the $200 per month 
spending of the elderly would give 
the needed volume of business as 
would create the needed employ¬ 
ment. 

In conclusion he again pleaded 
for continued loyal to the doctor 
and said, "The enemy is abroad 
in the land and they would destroy 
us if they could. Let this move¬ 
ment get into their hands and 
they could eliminate our program 
from the slate at their will.” He 
asked for a show of hands of those 
who would be true to the Town- 
lend leader and almost all of the 
hands of the audience reached into 
the air. He retired under heavy 
applause.

Japanese Victory Seen 
As Defeat for Crown 

SHANGHAI (American Wire). 
Great Britain’s great interest in 1 
the present war here goes deep¬ 
er than a mere desire to pro¬ 
tect her citizens; it is Viased on 
■omething more important than 
the wounding of an ambassador. 

For England has been fighting 
a losing war with Japan for the 
last decade—a war not fought by 
soldiers and airplanes, machine 
guns and poison gas, but a war | 
fought by salesmen with price > 
lists. 

Japan, now thoroughly Indus- I 
trlalized, has been taking Eng- ^ 
land's markets away from her, and 
EJngland is anxious to keep her 
rival from obtaining exclusive 
markets in China. 

TERRITORY 2ND QCESTION 
The question of territory is sec¬ 
ondary; Great Britain has all the 
land she can care for, and cer- | 
talnly can have no moral scruples j 
against conquest, since that is the | 
way Queen Victoria’s empire was j 
founded. 

It would, however, be a major 
disaster to British Industry if Ja¬ 
pan took over China, and Chinese 
buyers would have to say, "No, 
thank you, England; we must buy 
from our masters.” 

Cotton is Japan's great weapon I 
In this international sales war in | 
which, so far, she has won most | 
Of the battles. 

As recently as 1862. Japan had 
never seen a cotton spindle. To¬ 
day, the compact little nation la 
the number one cotton exporter of 
the world. 

STARTED CENTURY BEFORE 

England started spinning cotton 
a century before Japan decided to 
embrace western culture. Much of 
England’s great industrial age was 
based on its great cotton mills. 

Natives wrapped yards of Brit¬ 
ish cotton around their heads or 
middles, and the empire pros- Q 
pered. 

Now comes Japan, and takes 
that leadership away. Since 1933, 
Japan has assumed leadership. 
Worse for British prestige, the 
daring little Japanese have devel¬ 
oped their markets right in the 
heart of the British empire. 

In Ceylon, for instance, Japan 
sells five times as much cotton as 
does England. 

Great Britain may control 
Egyptian politics—but Japan sells 
the Egyptians twice as much cot¬ 
ton cloth. In the Straits settle¬ 
ments, British Malays, the ratio 
on cotton is three to one against j 
the mother country. 

In darkest Africa, the natives 1 ^ 
now thankfully keep away the sun j 
with Japanese cotton. The depres- j 
■Ion proved a gold mine to the 
Japanese cotton kings, with low 
prices becoming their greatest 
weapon. 

Japanese cotton practically 
shoved its British rival out of the 
British ruled gold coast and Ni¬ 
geria. In three years, ending in 
1933, the Japanese exports to 
these colonies increased 9900 per 
cent! 

CAUSED BY CHEAP UABOR 

The reason that Japan can move 
In with such ease in the cotton 
market is the low prices which ffi 
Japanese salesman can quote on W 
their goods and still make a prof- || 
It for the manufacturers back I 
home. The Indian. Egyptian and R 
deep African natives may fear H 
their white lords, but they have R 
no patriotic desire to pay twice H 
as much for British cotton goods H 
as they do for Japanese.

HONOLULU. (At — A strongly 
fortified Hawaii ia the most effec¬ 
tive guaranty of peace in the East 
I Pacific, says the man who has as- 
.sumed the task of maintaining the 
army’s powerful Island bases. 

Maj. Gen. Andrew Moses, newly 
appointed Hawaiian department 
commander, said he believes the 
mainland United States will be ae- 
cure from attack a.s long as Ha¬ 
waii is so strong it cannot be cap¬ 
tured without a prohibitive cost to 
the aggressors. 

The department is In the midst 
of a vigorous "rehabilitation’’ pro¬ 
gram to groom island defenses to 
the strength tacticians say is 
needed to defend mighty Pearl 
Harbor, the navy’s Mid - Pacific 
base. 

“We must have a sufficiently 
large body of well-trained troops 
and enough equipment to with¬ 
stand any assault upon the islands, 
at least until reinforcements ar¬ 
rive,” the new commander said. 

“We must be so strong that the 
cost in men and money of captur¬ 
ing the islands would be too great 
for a hostile force to think of at¬ 
tacking us.”

WASHINGTON. — Present 
army communication methods have 
become obsolete, war department 
experts said today, because of the 
speed of motorized fighting forces. 

They based their conclusion on 
observations of field maneuvers of 
the fourth army, described by Maj. 
Gen. George S. Simonds as "the 
most realistic ever held in the 
west.” More than 56,000 men from 
16 western states participated. 
One of the "little wars" was fought 
near San Luis Obispo. 

Observers of the four weeks of 
mythical combat came to these 
general conclusions: 

Increased mobility of the anny 
as the result of motorization 
makes it imperative that the com¬ 
manding officer have more c(Tm- 
plete information about the thea¬ 
ter of operations and the ene¬ 
my's movements. 

Increased mobility also makes 
it necessary that the command¬ 
ing officer’s communication with 
all units under his command be so 
complete that he can instantly 
transmit orders. 

The increased mobility has not 
been balanced by equally effective 
means for providing information 
about the enemy's movements. 

Field radios, telephones and mo¬ 
torcycle messengers have not yet 
reached an efficiency to furnish 
a motorized army with the supe¬ 
rior communications service it re¬ 
quires. 

The new "streamline” division 
(the army's experiment with a 
division of 12,000 more compactly 
organized men rather than 20,000) 
is a success. 

Performance of the new secret 
tanks was excellent.

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Hull Plays the War Lottery 

Apparently deaf to what seems to be public senti¬ 
ment, Secretary Hull has decided to continue to gamble on 
the chance of war with Japan. 

He announces that the government’s responsibility to 
protect its nationals in China lasts as long as the danger 
exists. 

This means that United States military forces will be 
used to guard the persons and property of the 8000 Amer¬ 
icans who are remaining in China despite repeated warn¬ 
ings and opportunities to get out. 

He is playing the war lottery with reckless abandon. 

If a Japanese shell should send the U.S.S. Augusta or 
the Chaumont to the bottom, an angry clamor would in¬ 
stantaneously sweep this nation for revenge. 

It happened when the Maine sank in Havana harbor; 
it could happen if an American war vessel went down at 
Shanghai. 

Yet we are taking almost exactly the same kind of 
chance. 

The stakes aren’t worth the gamble, in our opinion. 

If we win, we have merely given a dubious and dan¬ 
gerous safeguard to the persons and property of some 
8000 citizens who prefer to live in war tom China rather 
than the United States—to Americans who have adopted 
a foreign land and left their own. 

If we lose, we endanger the lives and welfare of 130,- 
000,000 citizens who are staying at home with their own 
kind and who, so far as we know, want to mind their own 
business. 

There are enough troubles to keep us busy in the 
United States—unemployment, burdensome taxation, ex¬ 
ploitation, poverty, crime, disease—without flirting with 
another foreign war. 

Let the Japanese and Chinese settle their troubles in 
their own way; and let those Americans who want to stick 
around while the fighting is in progress do so strictly at 
their risk. 

This country had a costly and bloody experience when 
it went to Europe to “save the world for democracy.” It 
may suffer if it goes to Asia to save a few million dollars 
for a few thousand reckless expatriates who obstinately 
refuse to get out of danger’s way.

Merit Instead of Politics 

One common fallacy that seems to be loose about civil 
service for local police and fire departments is that men 
can be appointed to jobs without examination. 

This is not the case. Instead, every applicant must 
pass the same physical and mental test that is prescribed 
by the U. S. army. On top of that, if he passes, he must 
also undergo a 6-month period of probation, during which 
time his ability and character are watched by superiors, 
and during which he can be rejected without further no¬ 
tice, if found lacking in either. 

Under the present system, there is no examination 
and no probation period. The man approved by the chief 
and the council gets the job—regardless of how short he 
might be in the qualifications of a good patrolman or 
fireman. 

Why not make merit—instead of politics—the meas¬ 
ure for selecting local police and firemen? 

This is the season when people start wondering 
how to get seats on the 50-yard line. It’s easy. Just 
marry into the coach’s family. 

Idea for the Traffic Commission 

Here’s a schoolday safety suggestion we would like to 
pass along to the city traffic commission. It comes from 
a reader: 

“Why not,” he asks, “allow the school children who 
ride bicycles to and from classroom to use the sidewalks 
outside of the business district? 

“Not many people walk these days. Instead, they 
drive or ride buses or taxis.

Under 
the present policy of the Nazi for¬ 
eign office, Germans who take 
out American citizenship are en¬ 
couraged, in fact, exhorted, to re¬ 
main German, nevertheless, and 
loyal to the swastika as well as 
to the stars and stripes, which 
would be a neat trick if anyone 
could do it. 

The Nazi system to which these 
Germans are asked to give con¬ 
tinued ailegiance is a contradic¬ 
tion of everything to which they 
swear devotion when they take 
out American citizenship, and 
anyone who can embrace both 
flags is ready to hoid member¬ 
ship in the Anti-Saloon league 
and the Bartenders’ union, the D.
